The World caters to the young, the power¬ 
ful and the beautiful. Mother Theresa was no 
runway model but she was a living model of 
good samaritanship. Her catwalk was the smelly 
streets of Calcutta for from the glitter and glitz 
of popping cameras and the constant hoards of 
the vicious paparazzi.

Iamgoingto 
impress Jesus. I am going to shock Him with my 
knowledge of the law. I am eloquent and refined. 
I am a pure professional in my field.” He quoted 
the first and the second commandments per¬ 
fectly. Was Jesus impressed with him?? No, Jesus 
knew his heart as surely as He knows the hearts 
of everyone. 

The Lord said with consummate wisdom- 
-”Do these two commandments and you will 
live” (Loving God and Man). It is a lot easier 
doing these two commandments than merely 
quoting them. (Lk 10:29). 

Then Jesus tell this lawyer and by extension 
us one of the most well known parables, prob¬ 
ably second to the parable to the Prodigal Son in 
its familiarity.

hopefifi silence that the donkey had stopped 
and the possible voice of help was on the way. 
He heard neither After one look the priest and 
his donkey moved on leaving this man without 
any help or hope. Maybe someone else would 
come along. He'd better get out of there fast, 

He might be seen by someone and that would 
not look good for his reputation. After all he 
is “very Religious’: Maybe he was going to or 
coming from the temple and he wouldn’t touch 
this injured man, He might be dead for all he 
knew. So this priest is caught in a conflict.The 
first commandment is to Love your Neighbor 
(Lev.l9:18) and the other commandment is to 
avoid ritual defilement (Lev. 21:lff). And the 
priest opts for the latter Seeing the wounded 
man in his dire need should have trumped all 
other considerations. Sohepassedbyon the 
other side. 

THE LEVTTE-is also “very religious” as well 
having responsibilities in worship in the temple. 
The pattern repeats itself The levite may have 


followed his uncaring mentor. It’s now 0 for 2. 

THE SAMARITAN-will he also ignore that dire 
need of the badly injured man?? Will he cross 
that road? or will he pass by on the other side??. 
NO, he 1. BREAKS BARRIERS-he is color blind 
to race, religion, or class distinctions. He puts his 
life on the line for this man. He could have been 
robbed and beaten himsdf. 2. HE BEFRIENDS 
HIM-he showed compassion to this man. That 
word Compassion is the strongest in the Greek 
language. InHebrewthewordcompassionis 
HESED which means the person for whom I have 
a right to expect nothing gives me everything. 3. 
HE BANDAGES HIS WOUNDS-The Samaritan 
poured oil and wine into his wounds. The wine 
as an antiseptic and the olive oil would have 
been soothing. He then put this injured man on 
his own donkey and walked besided the donkey 
to an inn, telling the innkeeper after giving him 
money saying “whatever more you spend, when I 
come again I will repayyou." (vs 35). 

Do we show mercy to others? Who Is our 
neighbour? Anyone who has a need. Who is the 
ultimate Good Samaritan-Jesus-who 1. Broke 
Barriers with us. 2. Who Befriended us. 3. Who 
Bandaged ourwounds (spiritually) and who says 
to all of us GO AND DO LIKEWISE. 


Throwing 92,000 people under the bus 


\/\/elland residents have a lot riding on an 

V V election in which they can’t vote. 

The outcome of the Niagara Falls byelection 
today could decide if the Rose City continues to 
have a hospital, or another boarded-up building. 

While NDP candidate Wayne Gates vowed 
to fight to retain existing hospitals in south 
Niagara while moving forward with plans for 
a new Niagara Falls hospital, both Progressive 
Conservative candidate Bart Maves and Liberal 
Joyce Morocco have made it perfectly clear they 
are more than willing to sacrifice a hospital that 
serves 92,000 people in Welland, Port Colbome, 
Pelham and Wainfleet to build a new hospital in 
their city. 

Morocco even brought Health Minister Deb 
Matthews to her city to officially decree that 
Niagara Falls would get a new Taj Mahal hospital 
—not Welland—and all other hospitals includ¬ 
ing Welland’s would dose as a result. 

"We are taking our time and spending the 
money on planning to make sure we get the hos¬ 
pital the people of Niagara Falls and the Niagara 
Falls area deserve," Matthews said on Monday. 


What about Welland? It gets an urgent care 
centre. Hell, they can have two glorified walk-in 
clinics located in rented office space in strip malls. 

Apparently, they feel that’s what the people of 
Welland want 

South Niagara residents are being told that 
more than 1,000 people were consulted before 
this decision was made —1,000 people who must 
have said, "Welland don’t need no hospital We 
ain’t never get sick no how.” 

Were those 1,000 people from among the 
92,000 people who truly live in the area defined 
by the Local Health Integration Network as south 
Niagara—the communities of Welland, Port 
Colbome, Pelham and Wainfleet? 

Just to be dear—Niagara Falls, as defined by 
the province's LHIN, is in east Niagara. 

It probably wouldn’t have mattered much, 
anyway. The derision-makers don’t seem to be 
interested in listening to what south Niagara resi¬ 
dents have to say. 

A September 2012 report by Pollara Strategic 
Insights asked for the opinions of people from all 
over Niagara—induding St Catharines where 
another new hospital was just opened, and 


Grimsby which is served by a hospital operated by 
Hamilton Health Sdences. 

Although 76% of survey respondents supported 
building a new south Niagara hospital, when they 
learned it would mean dosing all existing hospi¬ 
tals in the process 60% opposed the plan. 

But that didn't seem to mattet For health-care 
dedsion-makeis, public consultation seems to 
be a matter of explaining why they're right and 
you’re wrong—rather than actually listening to 
what the people want and need and trying to find 
a way to provide it to them. 

The decision-makers say they also talked to 
medical professionals who spoke about the ben¬ 
efits of a consolidated site, about “critical mass” 
and “centres of excellence." 

Medical professionals in Welland have had 
plenty to say on the subject, too. They have 
repeatedly expressed grave concerns about the 
recommended changes. Wouldn’t the concerns 
by medical professionals with a vested interest in 
the communities they serve carry more weight 
than someone an hour and a half away? 

Meanwhile, 22,000 people from south Niagara 
signed a petition asking that Welland hospital be 


maintained. 

Not surprisingly, that petition was ignored. 

Welland residents, for the most part, don’t want 
a new hospital. The one they have is just fine. 

Millions of dollars have been invested in that 
building during the past decade — a new ER 
and dialysis unit are just a couple of the recent 
upgrades. It could use a little bit of sprucing up in 
some of the older sections, but for the most part it 
serves the people of south Niagara as it was meant 

Despite the growing resentment in this com¬ 
munity, largely fuelled by Niagara Falls byelection 
rhetoric, most Welland residents would support 
the idea of building a new Niagara Falls hospital 
for that community—just please don’t destroy 
Welland hospital in the process. 

Hopefully the majority of voters in Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and Niagara-on-the-Lake won't 
be as willing to throw92,000 of their neighbours 
under the bus, as some of their politicians seem 
only too willing to do.

“In this library there should be some¬ 
thing in here to offend everyone.” 

Those are the words of Jennifer Parry, 
director at Port Colborne library, which 
is about to recognize Freedom to Read 
Week. 

“We don’t censor or cater to one 
group," she said. 

It’s hard to imagine walking into a 
library and not seeing a copy of To Kill a 
Mocking Bird, Of Mice and Men, Snow 
Falling on Cedars or Bridge to Terabit- 
hia. 

Librarian Susan Therrien said the 
freedom to read can never be taken for 
granted. Even in Canada. 

Feb. 23 to March 1 is Freedom to Read 
Week across Canadian libraries. It’s 
something the Port Colborne library has 
participated in for more years than Parry 
can remember. 


“Everyone has the right to read what 
they want to read. There are still a lot of 
challenged books out there. The Free¬ 
dom to Read Week is a long-standing tra¬ 
dition in Canadian libraries,” said Parry. 
“Books have been banned for various 
reasons for centuries. All it is is a form of 
censorship." 

Books have been banned for religion, 
sexuality, race and genetics. 

Freedom to Read Week brings to the 
forefront the fact that books are removed 
from the shelves in Canadian libraries, 
schools and bookstores every day. 

“Free speech on the Internet is under 
attack. Few of these stories make head¬ 
lines, but they affect the right of Canadi¬ 
ans to decide for themselves what they 
chose to read,” said Therrien.

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Maddie’s killer gets life

This cannot be true. This 
cannot be my life. This is all a 
horrible dream. 

Every morning, Maddie 
Hood’s mother wakes with 
these thoughts. 

Then she forces herself 
to envision her 19-year-old 
daughter in the coffin, covered 
up to her neck to hide all the 
wounds. 

“Hus is the image I will for¬ 
ever see as I try to learn to 
accept the reality of my life 
without Maddie,” Colleen 
Hood said in court Tuesday. 

Maddie’s killer, Cassell 
Farnsworth, just 19 at the time 
himself, was sentenced to life 
in prison with no chance of 
parole for 12 years. 

He pleaded guilty to sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in Novem¬ 
ber for the July 7,2012 death of 
Maddie in her St. Catharines 
apartment. 

But Farnsworth wasn't being 


led away until the people who 
loved Maddie told him exacdy 
what he had taken from them. 

An affectionate, loving girl 
with a witty sense of humour. 
A voracious reader about to 
start at Brock University. Out- 
spoken, stubborn, uncon¬ 
ventional, emotional, fiercely 
loyal, serious, funny, bril- 

Her mother was the first to 
deliver an emotional account 
of her relationship with her 
daughter, standing in court for 
more than 20 minutes while 
friends and family wept. 

“She loved me without 
reserve, in a way that only 
daughters love their mothers," 
she said. “I will never be loved 
in that way again.” The murder 
has decimated Hood, a pro¬ 
fessor at Brock who says she’s 
now a shadow of her former 
self. It has filled her father, 
who made the trip from Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, with a profound 
sense of loss. It has devastated 
her family from the west coast 


to the east 

Even the judge could not 
disguise the emotional impact 
he felt from 10 victim impact 


“When I became a judge, I 
was told you shouldn’t show 
emotion in a courtroom. Who¬ 
ever said that has never been 
a judge,” Superior Court Judge 
James Turnbull said, his voice 
cracking. 

He said everyone in the 
courtroom, including the staff, 

“As a father, I can’t even 
fathom what you folks are 


All the while, a smiling Mad¬ 
die looked out on the scene 
from a picture frame perched 
on the witness box, where her 
mother had placed it 
She was found dead by fire¬ 
fighters in her rented basement 
apartment on East Hampton 
Dr., off Glendale Ave. east of 
GlenridgeAve. 

She had been beaten, stran- 
gled and stabbed multiple 


times, before her apartment 
was set on fire, leaving burns 
to 28% of her body. 

The cause of death was due 
to neck compression. 

The court heard Mad¬ 
die and Farnsworth had pre¬ 
viously been involved in a 
romantic relationship. Hood 
was involved in low-level drug 
dealing, selling mostly mari¬ 
juana and some cocaine sup¬ 
plied by Farnsworth. At the 
time of her death, she owed 
Farnsworth an undisclosed 
amount of money. 

Farnsworth, now 21, chose 
to address Maddie’s family 
from the prisoner’s box. 

“I want to express how sorry 
I am for what I did to your fam¬ 
ily,” he said, facing her mother 
as he read from a paper in his 
shackled hands. 

He said he didn’t plan for 
this to happen when he visited 
Maddie that day, adding she 
was a really good person and a 
lot of people liked her. 

“I don’t expect any of you to

“This incident has changed 
all of our lives,” Rebecca Farns¬ 
worth wrote. 

The judge told Farnsworth 
he hoped he understood the 
ripple effect of his “savage" 
and "shameful” actions. 

“Don’t ever underestimate 
what you've done.”

Late last year the Ontario government 
reversed a ruling of the Ontario Court of 
Appeal and made it harder for auto accident 
victims to obtain medical-rehabilitation 


This attack on no-fault accident benefits 


was accomplished through a regulation, a 


cabinet decree, made Dec. 11 and printed 
in the Ontario Gazette Jan. 4. The changes 
came into force on Feb. 1. 

There was no public debate, consultation 
or advance warning. 

One change impacts the ability of acci¬ 
dent victims to access more than $3,500 in 
medical/rehabilitation benefits. 

When the government reduced accident 
benefits in 2010, it created a category of 
minor injury claimants who were limited to

a maximum of $3,500 in medical/ 
rehabilitation benefits. The actual 
limit is much lower, howevet; since 
the $3,500 includes the cost of medi¬ 
cal assessments. 

But the minor injury rules were 
set up with a safety valve. Victims 
could access up to $50,000 in medi¬ 
cal/ rehabilitation benefits, if their 
health practitioner established they 
had a pre-existing medical condi¬ 
tion that would prevent them from 
achieving maximal recovery if they 
were subject to the $3,500 limit 

But as of Feb. 1, that safety valve 
has been limited so it applies only to 
pre-existing medical conditions that 
had been documented byahealth 
practitionerpiiorto the accident This 
will reduce the number of people who 
qualify for more than $3,500 in medi- 
cal/rebabilitation benefits. 

The FAIR Association ofVictims 
for Auto Insurance Reform esti¬ 
mates 85% of accident victims 
are only covered for the $3,500 in 
benefits, so it doesn’t appear there 
was a pressing need for this change. 
There was no need for it to be done 
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The other change is more insidi¬ 
ous, as it overruled a July 2013 deci¬ 
sion of the Ontario Court of Appeal 
involving payments of attendant 
care benefits to family members of 
accident victims. 

Attendant care covers all aspects 
of care including dressing, feeding 
bathing administering medication 
and so on. Unless optional coverage 
is bought, the maximum amount 
payable for attendant care benefits 
for catastrophically injured victims 
is $6,000 per month. Attendant care 
benefits are only provided if certified 
as necessary by an occupational 
therapist or a nurse. Insurers have 
the right to challenge any attendant 
care needs that have been certified 
as necessary. 

The Court of Appeal decision 
involved a young male rendered 


His attendant care needs were 
assessed and certified at $9,500 per 
month. The insurer conceded the 
attendant care needs were reason¬ 
able and necessary. Instead of hiring 
lull-time caregivers, the mother 
gave up foil-time paid employment, 


where she earned $2,100 per month, 
to provide care for her son on a 
24-hour-per-day basis. The insur¬ 
ance company took the position it 
was only responsible to compensate 
for attendant care benefits up to 
$2,100 per month, the amount the 
mother gave up by staying home to 
look after her son. 

The Ontario Court of Appeal dis¬ 
agreed, ruling the lawwas dear; the 
insurance company was required to 
pay $6,000 per month for the atten¬ 
dant care benefits. 

That decision has now been 
over-turned. As of Feb. 1, attendant 
care benefits are capped by the 
economic loss sustained by the care 
provider
